SCHOOL ORGANIZATION 
Superintendent of Schools. 
Hamilton R. Bailey has. releas- 
ed the following statement, rela- 
tive to the organization of the 
Bethel schools for this selool 
year: a 
Bethel has four elementary 
schools in operation, the Cres- 
cent Park Schvol: grades 3, 
one classroom; 4, two class- 
rooms; 5, three clissrooms; 6, 
two classrooms; 7, two class- 
rooms; 8, two classrooms. The 
Ethel Bisbee School; grades 
Sub-Primary, one classroom ; 1, 
two classrooms; 2, two class- 
rooms; 3, one classrooni; one 
special classroom, and one rem- 
edial classroom, The East, Beth- 
al School, Sub Primary through 
grade 3; and the West Bethel 
School, Sub Primary through 
grade 3. 

This involves a total of 594 
elementary pupils and 24 teach- 
Crs, 

In order to further strength- 
en the educational program, of- 
fered to the boys and girls of 
Bethel, and to enable ther to 
bevome better prepared for work 
at the secondary level, a greater 
degree of co-ordination appear- 
ed to be necessary throughout 
the elementary sehools, 

When a vacaney oreurred in 
the principalship of the Jthel 
Bisbee School, the superinten- 
dent recommended that this po- 
sition be combined with the 
principalship at Creseent Park 
School, 

‘To accomplish this. it was 
necessary (oa relieve Mr. Heino 
from teavhing two classes and 
add the administration and sup- 
ervision of the eight elassrooms 
in the Ethel Bisbee Sehool to 
his schedule, He will, also, have 
supervision for purposes of co- 
ordination of the work in the 
Kast Bethel and West Bethel 
Schools, 

This arrangement will pro- 
vide much closer supervision of 
all teachers and classes in the 
entire elementary sehool ays. 
tem, than could possibly be 
accomplished under the ar 
rangement of teacher-prineipal. 
It will also provide for closer 
eooperation with parents, and 
for periodic teacher-parent von- 
ferences, 

A strong continuons educa- 
tional program is being “devel- 
oped from Sub-Primary through 
Grade cight with particular em- 
phasis pon meeting the stan- 
dards now necessary for success: 
ful secondary sehool work.
